Ainong the improvenients made in aub- 
marine torpedo boats nono have yet reached 
the perfection attained by the ‘ Demon Tor- 
pelo Boat,’ for which patents havo been 
secured nearly all over the world by Messra 
P. P. Walker, of the Telegraph Depart. 
ment, Sydnoy, and Henry George Riyg, of 
tho same city, As this most complete 
instrument- of offensive warfare is now at- 
tracting the serious attention of several 
naval powors, our illustration and deserip- 
tion of the invention will be acceptable to 
our readers. 5 

The bont is cylindrical, with tapered ends 
like the shape of a cigar. --Itis divided into 
threo compartments: the largest in the 
centre is atted for the operator, and the 
ends for the compressed sir accumulators 
and machinery. : . 

The use of compressed air for working 
machinery is increasing daily. .The White- 
head torpedo is propelled by compressed 
air; itis Taunebed. from a'man-of-war, and 
soutat a high speed towards any hostile 
ship it is intended to destroy. The objec- 
tion to the Whitehead torpado is ita great 
eost and the loss of the machine cach timo 
it ie ueed, whether it Les performed its 
work or not. 

The Walkor-Riggs torpedo doesnot present. 
such objections ;.it is'a diving apparatus 
under the control of the divers or operators. 
Tt doea not require, like tho ordinary div- 
ing apparatus, a nuinber of men constantly 
aitonding upon the divers and at'the pumps; 
but the diyers can, without any assistance 
from outside, take their craft in any direc. 
tion they please, carrying with them the 
torpedvca required to blow up the enamy’s 
ships, and rétnrn in safety to the place or 
«vessel from whence they started. 

The use of this formidable submarine boat 
must ultimately revolutionive. the whole 
system of naval warfure, aaits immunity 
from the fire of heavy, guns and from 
ordinary torperloes will necessitate tho 
remodelling of the appliances required on 
board ships for means of defence. 

Tho Demon Torpedo Bont may be made 
j for one operator only, as shown in our 
illustration; but when it is necessary to 
send out several men, tho width and depth 
of the baut are increased to provide the 
additionul accommodation,

‘The only markot met with between Lang- 
son and Thst-Khe, worth -nicntioning, is 
Dong-lam, tho third pnst of the imperial 
troops. These number hers about 100 men, 
quartered, as at Dong-dang, in a little fort 
situated on 4 hill, about 200 metres from 
the village. The latter is not so important 
es Dong-dang, the trade. of the placo 
consisting only of anisced oil, opium and 
Chineso modicines. The two'ti 
are constructed of brick and the inhabitants 
appear to be very quiet. I saw uo Annamite 
soldiers at this post, * 

Dong-lam is divided into two distinct 
parts; the native villega and the Chinese 
village, The Annamite cabins aro erected 
along the side of the road and aro without 
defence, whilst the houses inhabited by the 
Chinese traders and manufacturers form a 
square botwoon the grand route and the 
fort occupied by the troops. At night, this 
village, which is “enclosed in a strong
